Chicago, Nov. 3.-—Com plete im m u­ 
nity from prosecution under the pend­ 
ing indict meat returned by the federal 
grand jury several 
m onths ago is 
claimed by J. Ogden Armour arid th*3 
other defendant packers and agents 
charged with being prom oters of the 
socalled “beef tru st’' in an additional 
plea in bar filed by Attorney John S. 
Miller, 
the 
packers’ 
representative. 
The new plea, which cam e as a com­ 
plete surprise to the governm ent, sets 
up. 
as facts, that when 
Jam es R. 
Garfield, 
com missioner 
of 
corpora­ 
tions, 
Investigated 
the 
beef 
busi­ 
ness he promised the packers that 
w hatever testim ony they gave without 
being under oath, or w hatever docu­ 
mentary evidence they voluntarily pro­ 
duced! th e defendants should have the 
sam e rights, indem nities and im m u­ 
nities as lf they had testified under 
oath and compulsion. 
Under this new 
plea Attorney Miller hopes to estab­ 
lish * he fact that there was an agree­ 
m ent between the packers and the 
governm ent that they should testify 
aud produce evidence w ithout being 
subpoenaed or the oath being adm in­ 
istered, but that as far as imm unity 
was concerned. It should be consid­ 
ered as if they had been subpoenaed 
and took the oath. 
The allegation of an agreem ent lie 
tw een Com missioner Garfield and the 
packers was a surprise to District At­ 
torney Morrison and A ssistant A ttor­ 
ney General Pagin. and It was said 
thai Com missioner Garfield has been 
ashed
